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1 . Claims 37-52 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on November 13, 
2006. 

2. Claims rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Claim 65 is unclear because "the support material being characterized by" in 
claim 1 does not relate logically to the rest of the claim. Claim 66 is unclear because it 
is unclear if the two steps are substitutes for or in addition to the applying and eluting 
(last two) steps of claim 65. 

1. Claims 53-72 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Cole in view of Kirkland (724). 

2. Cole teaches method and apparatus for electrochromatography by injecting a 
sample into a column, eluting under a power gradient and forwarding the eluted 
component to a detector (Fig. 1 ). 

3. Cole fails to teach the instant packing. 

Kirkland teaches packings that may be used in electrochromatography (col. 3, 
line 28) and which may have functionalized exteriors and underivatized pores if the 
pores are too small to admit the derivatizing agent (col. 7, lines 20-30.). 
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It would have been obvious to use the packing of Kirkland having different 
properties in the pores than on the surface in the apparatus and method of Cole in order 
to perform electrochromatography using a suitable packing as taught by Kirkland. 
4. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims above have been considered but 
are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
